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Student^ faculty mate 
move to new building 



Members of the faculty and 
student body are beginning to 
get settled following a move 
earlier this month to the newly 
constructed classroom and 
lecture building, Newton Hall, on 
the campus of East Central 
Junior College, Decatur. 

Constructed at a cost of 
$800,000, the 16,000 square foot 
structure will alleviate the pro¬ 
blem of having classes scheduled 
all over the campus. Totally 
modern in design, an outstand¬ 
ing feature of the building is a 
1,680 square foot lecture room on 
the first floor. This room, which 
includes a small stage, will be 
very versatile and will accomo¬ 
date films, lectures, and other 
presentations. The auditorium- 
siyle classroom is carpeted and 
has cushioned seats to accomo¬ 
date 125 people. 

Of interest to faculty and staff 
members was the installation of a 
telephone exchange and switch¬ 
board, enabling each faculty 


member to have a phone in his or 
her office. Also housed on the 
first floor in the carpeted faculty 
office complex are the faculty 
lounge and mail room. 

An example of the modern 
classrooms is the use of floor- 
to-ceiling chalk boards in the 
math classrooms. Also housed in 
the building are a new public 
relations office and photography 
darkroom, a duplicating room 
with a multi-copy machine, and a 
conference room. 

Certainly one of the most 
outstanding features of the build¬ 
ing is the Home Economics 
Department, located on the 
second floor, with a large kit¬ 
chen, living room and dining 
room, sewing labratory, groom¬ 
ing area, and foods lab. 

According to Dr. Charles 
Wright, President of the college, 
a formal open house is being 
planned for the fall of the year. 
Further details will be announced 
at a later date.

A White Chocolate Cake was

entry. The recipe was given to 
her by Sheila Williams, a 
former student from Union. 

This is a very unusual type of 
cake because the major ingre¬ 
dient, white chocolate, cannot 
be found in any grocery stores 
in the area. White chocolate is a. 
candy; there is no chocolate in it 


l A lb. white chocolate 
V 2 cup boiling water 

1 c. butter or margarine 

2 cups sugar 

4 eggs; beat egg yolks separately 

Melt chocolate in boiling water 
(over heat). Cool. Cream butter 
until light. Add sugar gradually 
and continue to beat until very 
light and fluffy. Add 4 egg 
yolks. Beat 2 or 3 minutes on 
mix. Add cooled chocolate and 
mix well. Add alternately with 1 
cup buttermilk, 2M> cups cake 
flour, 1 tsp. baking powder. 
Fold in beaten egg whites. 
Gently stir in 1 cup of chopped 
pecans and 1 c. flaked coconut. 
Pour into three 9 inch cake pans 
(greased & floured) Bake at 350 
degrees for 35 to 40 minutes. 
FROSTING 

1 stick butter (V 2 c.) 

2-3 oz. pkgs. cream cheese 
1 box powdered sugar 
1 tsp. vanilla 
V 2 c. chopped pecans 
Cream butter & cream cheese. 
Add sugar and vanilla. Beat 
until of spreading consistency. 
Add pecans. If too stiff to 
spread, add a small amount of 
milk or cream.
